Of our former Newes. out of 
Walachia, Fiungary, Bohemia, Auftria, 


the Palatinate, the Griſons, France, 
the Low-Countries, and diverſe 
ether places of the higher and 
tower Germany. 


Vr laſt, Printed May 17. 
told you of the Emperors 
catertalnement at Prague, 
and ſome-thing of what 
was done there vntill the 
22.0f Aprill:from which 
time, we will goe oa with 
the Story. 

Omitring therefore th 
opreat and rich Show, made in honor of his Maicſtic 
by the Iewes, which they did in the garbe, habite, 
and faſhion of their owne nation ; the triumph be- 
ing ſaid to coſt many thouſand Dollars, as the Let- 
ters from thence Aprill 22.teſtifie:we come to what 
is written Aprill 25. His Imperiall Maieſtic is reſol- 
ved to ſtay here ſome time as we vnderſtand. Since 
his comming, here is little alteration;onely we heare 
that his Maicſtte is not very well plcaſed with cer- 
raine Procedures or Suites, whereby the Lands of 
{me of the Lords and Gentlemen, hauc beene con- 
fiſcated : And he is{ayd to be fully reſolved, That 
the partics (paying onely a certaine fine or compo- 
ſition) ſhall be re-cttabliſhed in them againe. W mol 
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buſineſle, that it was by the Emperour intended in 
good carneſt, appeares by this; That diverſe haue 
alreadic had their Lordſhips,lands,and goods reſto- 
red them againe. And many men who haue in theſe 
lare troubles bought the forfeitcd and confiſcated 
Lands, for ſmall ſiymmes of money, ſhall be com- 
peiled to returnethem to the truc Inheritors again. 
Which lands, thus trifled away, his Maleſtie makes 
ita part of his care to find out by laying his Recrea- 
tions that way ; that in hunting: journeyesand pro- 
orciles of pleaſure nerethe Cittc,he may view them, 
and be informed of the particulars, which hce harh 
often done, and hath becne twice f(ince Eaſter art 
Brands, which is ſome fiuc myles from Prague, for 
his Recreation. in like manner,he ſupplyes alſorhe 
places of the Officers which are here vacant. 

And as he hath done ſomething alreadic in tem- 
porall matters,ſo is there alſo ſome hope of content 
to be given likewiſe in the ſpirituall buſineſſe, and 
the matter of Religion in Luſatia and Sileſia,as rhe 
Letters from Breſlaw Aprill 24,intimate vnto vs. Tt 
ſkemeth that the Emperour will grauntthem ofthe 
vpper Lauſni:z(or Luſatia) and Sileſia, free exerciſe 
of Religion ; but the proccedings in Bohemia and 
Moravia, are toreduce them vnto the Catholique 
Religion. And this is the chick of what wee heare 
to be hitherto done in theſe parts, ſince the coming 
of the Empcrovur. The reſt is the preparations made 
againſttheentertainmentofrhe Empreſſc:of which 
having intimated ſomething in our laſt, we here goe 
on with 1t. 

.- The Emprecfſearrived at Vienna the 10.0f Aprill, 
being fetcht into the Citie, by the young Princethe 
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Emperours ſonne, and divers othcr Lords and La- 
dics. Both which (the Empreſle we meane and the 
Emperours {onne) are ſhortly to goe for Prague; 
where it is belecved that the Empreſic ſhalbe crow- 
ned Queene of Bohemia. This they write from 
Vicnna whence ſhe is to go. From Prage allo where 
the is expeRed, they write the ſame things. April 
22. Hereistaken vpalreadie the Empreſles quarter 
againſt her arivall, which is vcry ſhonly expeRed. 
And it is belceved that ſhe ſhall be here crowned : 
And that the Emperour entends alſo to doc ſome« 
thing tor his ſon the young Prince. For his Maic- 
ſtie is reſo: ved to tarry herea long time ; Wherfore 
here is great building, beauifying, repayringand o- 
ther ſuch like preparations. | 

You hcard in our laſt alſo,of the Imperiall Coun- 
cell, which went from Regen/purgh vnto Vienna, to 
glut audience and diſpatch vnto the Turkiſh Am- 
baſladour, who ſtayed there forthem, Amongſt 0- 
ther things that paſt betweene them in the treaty, 
this is {layd ro be one; namely, that the Imperial- 
liſts complained vnto the Turkiſh Ambaſladour, 
thatthe Tutkes of Hungaria about Buda, Offen, 
and Caniſia, had very lately done great hurt, vpon 
the frontiers ofthe Empire, for which they rcqui- 
rcd either a reaſon, or a redreſle. 

By which laſt paſſage we may perceive how for- 
ward the buſincſſe on Bethlem Gabors part is, on 
whole behalfe theſe inroadcs and excurlions of the 
Turkcs are made vpon the Emperours dominions, 
Of which martcr being thus led vnto it we wil next 
ſpcake. 

| Wee haue newes from Conſtantinople (ſay the 
| letters 
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letters from Venice, Aprill 28.) that the Ambaf- 
ſadours of Bethlem Gabor and the olde Count of 
Thurne, have beſtowed very rich and large preſents 
vpon the Vilier Baſla, and other Baſſaes of the Tur- 
kiſhDivano, or Councell Chamber. And that they 
had promiſed moreouer to pay 60000, Dollars of 
yearely Tribute, vnto the Grand Signiors Coffers, 
and to deliver him vp five Townes in Hungarie it 
fo be that he would afhit them with fo great an aid, 
as they ſhould require: which rewards haue beene 
received, and the Aydes (as we heare) fully promi- 
ſed and aſſured him ; which ayd isrumored (as wee 
cold you in our laſt) to bee no leſſe then 40000. 
Turkes and Tartars, which noyſc and number ſill 
continues, 

And thatdiucrſe of theſe forces are already levi- 
ed and drawne together, appeares by this which 
they write from Vienna Aprill 26, here isa ſpeech, 
that the Marquis of 1ageren/dorff intendeth to in- 
vade Moravia, with his ayde of Turkes, and Tar- 
tars, and Hungarians. Nay, and other letters from 
the ſame Vienna much about the date of the for- 
mer, relate : how that at this inſtant there com- 
meth tydings, that the Marquis of /ageren/dorff is 
vpon his march with his ayd of Tartars, Turks, and 
Hungarians, towards Moravia and Sileſia. So that 
it ſcemeth (ſay the ſame letters) that there isa great 
and lamentable ruine and deftruttion, to bee feared 
in thoſe parts. 

Something of which is very likely to bee true; 
namely, that they.may now be advancing forward, 
or ſome fore-runners of the Army may already 


- have bcen ſecac-vpon. the Fronticrs of the Empire, 
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which are likelyto be ſome of the Infantery or foot 
ofthe Army ; for the Cavalliery or horſe, (which 
is the pride, flower and firength of an Hungarian 
Army) cannot march in any groſlc bodie or great 
rrooqes, in that goodly Countrey of Hungaric, for 
feare of deſtroying ofthe corne and grafle: where- 
of that Kingdome 1s ſo abundantly rich, that ir 
may well becalled the field and paſture of Europe; 
as yeclding more graine and cartel], then any one 
plot of ground in Europe whatloeuer. And al- 
though there hath not been heard of a gencrall 

dearth in Hungarie theſe many ages, no notin the 

time of the barbarous invaſions of the Turkes ; yet 

would the naturall Hungarian horſeman ſpare the 

fruits ofthe carth,as being his own Country;wher- 
as the ravaging Turkes and Tartarians, being all 
foot (ſaving ſome light hos. ton horſe amongſt 

them, perchance) can doe leſſe hurt in their-march, 

and ſo may be forwarder; And yet would not they 

not care to:doe greater, as being now in Chriſten= 

dome, and peradventure by this time in the Empe- 
rours dominions. 

But to returne to the warres: The Hungarian 
letters {ſay they from Vienna Aprill 26. relate, that 
Berhlem Gabor 18 already arrived witha great part of 
his 80000. Turkesand Tatrtars vpon the Frontiers 
of Valachia 5 and thathee cauſcth alſo other forces 
ro bee lenied in ſeverall places of Hungaric, which 
are vnder thts owne, and the Turkiſh command. 
By which mention of Walachia, where part of his . 
forcesare ſayd to bez we may colle& whereabours 
they arelevied. For this Walachialyes on the Eaft- 


ſide ofthe kingdome of Hungaric, and neare to 
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Bethlem Gabors owne Principate of Tranſilvania, & 


even vpon part of Greece,as Macedonia, Romania, 


and not many dayes poalt ſhort of Conſtantinople 
[tſelfe, So that it ſeems theſe Turkesare European 
Turks,& levied about Bulgeria Walachia,Maccdo- 
nia, Moldavia,R aſcia, and Servia; and fo are thence 
broughtweſtward towards Tralilvania,& Hungaria. 
And if they werein the endof April no nearer to the 
Empcerours dominions, then the Frontiers of V/a- 
lachia, although they ſhould now put themlelucs 
vpon their march, yet hace they a full moneths 
march or more (as I ſuppoſe) ro thoſe parts about 
Vienna. For that theey entend that way they Ayu- 
ſtcians themſelues arc afraid of; and that Be:hlem 


Gabor will either have two or thrce Armies to 1n- - 


vade ſeverall places at once. One, which is the for- 

wardeft vadcr the Marquis of 1agerenſaorffs leading, 

1s ſuſpeted ro make for Moravia and Sileſia, where 
 hislands and friends are; the ſecond vader the Lord 
Badianyes command,who hath ftill vicd to fall vpon 
' Auftria; anda third peradventure which theſe now 
about Walachia are to make ; to be condutted by 
Bethlem Gabors brother,to back the reſt,or to make a 
belearger or ſtanding Camp, or to go whither ſhalbe 
thought fit, And this is yet but the crack ofthe wats, 
the lightning (as Philoſophy ſpeakes of thunder- 
claps (comes afterward, although ſome that vnder- 
ſtand not the nature of it, put the lightning (as it 
appeares to vs) before the cracke : And ſo have an 
invaſion by an enemy, before he hath Rirred a foot, 


All chis we muſt therefore expe in the time of the 
yeare.

Further alſo for this aid of Twrkes, the ſame Hun- 
garians Letters afficme ; that the Twrkiſh Baſſa of 
Offen ( lo they call him, whois commonly ſtyled 
the Baſ/a of Buda; which Towne lies neare to Of- 
en) hath receiued dire&ions to be readie with his 
forces vpon the Frontiers of his command. W her- 
upon the Palatine of Hunzarie (the chiete man next 
tothe Emperour, who is King of Hungary) hath 
ſent diuers Poaſts vntothe Enperour: of theſe me(- 
ſages you heard in our laſt; how that they were to 
delire the Emperours preſence at the Diet of Pre/- 
bureh. 

i his Ofc and Buda, you may pleaſe to vnder- 
Rand, are vpon the Riuer of Daxubtizms, and on the 
South-welſt banke of it : Buda was ſometimes the 
London of Hunzary,and the Kings Seat ; but is now 
the Turkes,and the Ba//aes of Budaes command,tou- 
ches vpon the Chrif/zaz Dominions and the Em- 
pire, by too longa tract of ground. 

Andthus you ſee the forwardneſle of Bethlem. 
Gabors Forces euery where. And now to the Em- 
perours teliſtance. 

Againſt all theſe preparations, the Emperour is 
ſaid to prouide himſelfe the beſt hecan. So write 
they from Yienna, Aprill 25. Euery man here ts 
commanded to prouide the money out of hand, 
which he is to pay for theſe (ix next moaths ; but 
itis feared there be many that cannot ſpare ſo much 
afore-hand. There is alſo with great ſpeed much 
prouilton of Corne, and Salt, and money enough 
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to pay the ſouldiers for five months, alreadie ſent 
ioro Raab,and other places in Hungary,fronting vp- 
on the Turkes. For thereis the firſt inuaſion of Berh- 
lem Gabor feared. | 

From Breſlaw in Sileſia againe they write, Aprill 
24. [tis reported that certaine Cof/aks ( who haue 
lately beene ſent for againe into the Empire,) are 
now ſent towards Presburgh in Hungary, ( not farre 
from Raab ) to encounter with the Lord Budtant, 
who {heweth himſelfe in termes of open hoſtilirie, 
vnto the Imperiall ſubie&ts of Srzermarke in Hun. 
zaria,and will not ſuffer them to ſend any prouiſion 
to relieue the famine in Auſtria and Yienpa, but in= 
tercepts the Graſiers droues of Beeues, and the k 
Corne-carts, and other victuals that goe into the 
Emperours Dominions. The Coſ/aks therefore are 
to be ſent over the bridge, which is a making ouer 
the Danubius, at Presbargh, (of which deligne you 
heard before in ſome former bookes, and here you 
ſee the vie of it) and they are to inuadethe lands of 
the ſaid Lord Baudzani, and to make good the paſla- | 
ges and the conuoyes betweene the $7zermarck and | 
Auſtria, Thus fay the Letters ; and there is ſome | 
appearance of reaſon in this, fortbat wafting ouer 
the Darabirs from North to South z they are pre- 
{ently vpon Baaa, where this Buaianiis Baron: the 
Countrie of St;ermarck allo lying betweene Auſ/ria 
and the parts of Buda, the Baron might ealily pur 
in betweene the Suermarck and Auſtria, and ſo vt- 


terly defeat al ſupplies that might be ſent that way: 
whole 
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whoſe forces being at this time peraduenture but 
ſmall, before the reſt of the armie be gotten toge- 
ther, theſe Coſ/aks may by falling vpon his lands, 
make a diner{1on and call him backe againe. 

And thus having heard nothing as yet of the 
Emperours anſwer vnto Bethlem Gabors threatning 
meſſage, but only that he prepares to anſwer him 
with the voice of the Canon (as you ſee,) we muſt 
here for this time leaue them both, and turne aſide 
to the Duke of Saxonze. Whatanſwer the Landt- 
graue of Darmſiadt hath receiued, we haue not yet 
heard: bur thus it is written,that the Emperour ha- 
uing ſent foure Hoglheads of generous Hungarian 
wine vntothe EleQor of Saxomte; he ſent the Lord 
Frederick Letzelterp after ir, to paſſe this comple- 
ment, that the Emperour himſelte had begun to 
him in a cup of this wine. 

Ot the Duke himſelfe they write from Zeipfich, 
May 3. The EleQor of Saxony is at this preſent at 
Annaberg ; after the end. of the meeting (rhe Diet 
of Guttersbock he meanes) we expett his Highneſle 
here againe. 

Ot the Diet of Guttersbock, this they write from 
Leipfich, May 3. The Diet is now well onward, al- 
though none of the Princes have as yet appeared 
there in perſon, but haue only fent their Ambaſla- 
dours thither : what ſhall be concluded, time will 
ihow. 

The Landtgraue Mauritius of Heſſen, and his 
ſonne, the Prince Wilkam, who is now returned

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from the two EleQors of Saxony and Brandenbureh 
(of whoſe iourney thither, we told you in our Laſt, 
Printed May 1 7.) are both now at Defſaw, which 
3s vpon the Frontiers of Brunſwick Land,and a lit- 
tlero the. Welt of S2xoxze, by the countrie of An- 
halt: and it is thought that they go from thence vn- 
tothe Layd-day of Guttersvock, where towards: the. 
latter end of it, others of rhe Eleors and Princes 
are ſaid to come, But of this more, when we heare 
the particulars, 


Our next Reſt, is in the Palatizate, of which 
they write from the Berghffrate, May 6. To day is 
there a company of foot diſmiſt at Heidlebergzand 
moſt of the ſouldiers which lye in Spyers, Wormes, 
Cronwiſſenburg, and other places, are to be ſent 
thence ; ſome few only being ſtill to be. left in gar- 
riſon. The ſameis alſo reported of caſting oft thoſe 
Forces which are in the. Countie of Marck, which 
newes the countrey people lien after mightily, .as 
being very well content to be rid of them. It is ru- 
moured alſo,that the Spaniſh Garriſon ſhall likewiſe 
for the molt part, be ſent out of the Lower Palats- 
pate, and that thoſe few ſouldiers that ſhall be left 
behinde, maintained by the countrie people ; for 
which purpoſe there is a new contribution put vp- 
on them. 

The countrie is now in peace againe, and the 
people fall cotheir labour, and to till and manure 
their fields and vineyards againe. 


The. 
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The Church belonging to thoſe of the Caluini/t s 
Religion at Worms,was vpon May day-giuen away 
from them vnto the Capachin. Fryars , where they 
ſung Maile the ſame day, and had a Sermon prea-- 
ched there, as they write from Spzers, May 2, 

The Spaniſh Gouernour of Fraxckendall , will 
not ſuffer any Bavarian ſouldiers to. be on the other: 
{ide of the Rhyme. 

For the country it ſelfe,diuers beſides the Spaniſ 
and Baxarian {ouldiers, haue gotten ſome ſhares in 
it: as the Archbiſhop Elefor of Mentz by name, 
&the biſhop of Sp/ers;who both haue gotten ſome 
places which are next vnto them. Inthe vpper P4- 
latinate alſo, the Landtgraue of Lenchtenberg, whoſe 
lands the Count of Mansfields men foraged at their 
being there ; hath in recompence ofhis loſles,got- 
ten the Bailywick or Gouernment of Pleyſtin by. 
the Emperours gift. And the Biſhop of Spyers ha- 
ning gotten 14enheym apgaine, (for which there haue 
heretofore beene ſome controuerſie betweene the 
Princes Palatines, aud the Biſhops of Spyers) did 
vpon May day, keep a ſolemne procefhoy there : 
and hee dedicated it to S. Philip the Apoltle, the. 
Saint of that day, commending the Towne (as the 
Catholiques vſe to doe) vnto the proteftion of 
that Saint, and hath proclaimed, that he will haue 
it from hence-forwards to be called Philzpsburzh : 
for a remembrance whereof, he hath cauſed cer- 
taine Ryxe dollars both ſingle and double, to be. 
coyned (Medall-wiſe) with S. Philips Image vpon 
them. After all this did ghe Biſhop beſtow a Con- 
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giarie or Largeſſe of bread and wine, which was 
doal'd out amongſt the people. 
The EleRor of Memtz dilchargeth all his ſoul- 


diets. 

Of the Duke of Bavaria , we haue no more bur 

this ; thathe ſome-while {ince, wrote vnto the Bi- 

ſhop of Aentz,deliring him tro commend him vnto | 
the Duke of Saxonze. 


Come we next vnto Monſieur Tillye : of whom 
we haue heard of late, no other particularitie, but 
that only which is ſaid to be common to him with 
the other of his {ide {Don Cordowa,& the Baron of 
Anholt)whoſe armies are faidto haue ſufterd much 
want and famine of late, by reaſon that the States 
of the Low countries haue (ſome one or two 
months ſince) ſhut vp the licences : thatis, forbid- 
den the tranſporting of any vicuals that way. 

 Whichpratile of theirs did likewiſe for the time, 
much ſtreighten the Count of Mansfields men alſo. 
This famine and dearth is ſaid to increaſe amongſt 
the Imperialiſts and Spaniſh more and more. This 
they write from Amſterdam, May 1 5.

Other newes of theſe three Armies wee haue o 
none atthis time, But only that Don Cordowa was 
himſclfeinperſon at Mmwlheim as yer, May 9g. Of 
his marching vp, they of Cullen did at that time 
heare nothing : but the Spanz(þ in the meane time, 
make themſelves very ſtrong in Weſiphalza, where 
we for this time leaue them. _ 

c 
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The Duke of Brax/wick is the next, of whour 
it is written from Zzp/ich, May 3. That hee daily 
makes himſelfeſtronger and ſtronger. He putthem 
of the Towne and Biſhoprick of Hall very lately 
into a great jealouſie, that he would hane attemp- 
ted ſomething vpon them. This Biſhoprick of Zall 
lies to the Eaſt of the Land of BYun/wzck, and the 
Duke Chr:/tians Bilhoprick of Halber/tadt, where 
be yet is, expecting the reſolution of the Diet of 
Guttersbock, And thus they heard of him at 4m _ 
fterdam, May 1 5. adding,that he gathers men daily, 
and enquarters his Forces in many places. 


Come we next vnto the King of Denmarks for- 
ces, who is according to thetime of the yeere, ma- 
king great warlike preparations, and cauſes many 
ſouidiers to be leuied. And it is thought that his 
Maieſtie will come in perſon into the field. This 
they write from Amſterdam, May 15. 

Turne wenow vnto the Count of Mansfield,who 
1s next in place. Of the increaſe of whole Armie, 
this they wrice from ſcuerall places, as from Pars, 
Roan, and Callice in France, and (rom diuers places 
of the Low countries is the newes confirmed; that 
he is now knowne to be recetued into the ſeruice or 
pay at leaſt, ofthe French King, who atrer ſo many 
Tunne of pold which he made ouer vnto him,hath 
now alſo ſent vnto him two Regiments of French 
ſouldiers, which are knowne to be 4920 men. 
Theſe Forces were ſent downe to Callice, and were 
thence by Sea, ſhipt into the Low countries, 
whence 
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whence they are to goe vito him. And whether 
this that next followes, be for any new lenie, or 
was betore theſe laſt went out of Fraxce, time will 
tell vs. But thus they write from Paris, May 7. 
The Drums are enery where now beaten vp, to 
leuie ſouldiers for the Count of Mansfreld. Whileſ 
that this leuie was in making, the Count of Max/- 
feeld is reported to haue written vato Monſieur le 
De/digniers the Conſtable of France, this ſerious 
complement; I hatif ic pleaſed the Conſtable, to 
nominate the Colonels, Captaines,and other Of - 
cers of the Regiments, hee would take it for a 
ſpeciall fauour. By which it appeares,what friends 
24ansfield hath in France, and with whom alſo he 
deſires to correſpond, in termes of equall friend- 
ſhip ; as this great man for example, whoſe daugh- 
ter the noiſe hath lately been,that Count Mansfield 
ſhould haue married. | 

What Count Mansfields deſigne.is, will appeare 
very ſhortly. In the meane time ſome there be who 
afirme, that he is entertained by the Leapuers for 
the Yalteline, vnder this title, of Generall. The reſt 
we leaue to the euent. 

Fall wenext into the Low countries, and begin 
with the K. of Spaines forces,and the Generall Sp;- 
zcl1: of whoſe delſignes they write from Cullep, 
May 9. Itis reported here, that the Spar;/h intend 
to ſer downe before Breda. And that Henry Yan- 
denbcrg hath raiſed a ſtrong Fort about the Grave, 
ſo that it is thought that he will ſhortly ſeteither 
vpon the Grave or Bredaaas they write,

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Of which alſo they write from Antwerp, how thar 
Count lohxn of Naſſaw hath beene ſent by Henry Y an- 
denberg with 1000; men horſe and footto lyc in and 
about S. Herteghenboſh , And wee vnderſtand that 
there fhall bee a fiege in Brabant (thereby Breda 
ftands) vpon April 26. There were 13. Tun of mo- 
ney ſent that way ward , and more is preſently tobe 
ſent afterwards by water, and the Ordnance,ammu- 
| nition, Granadoes, fireworkes, and other warlike 
prouifion. The ſame is written alſo by Letters of 
the next dayes date from the ſame place; which add 
that cuery mariner that went aleng,had 5 or 6 daics 
proniſion aforchand : And ſome rumour there then 
was, that S/zice was aymed at. Since which it hath 
beene heard here, that with their {loopes or boats 
they had taken certaine fiſhermen berwixt Holland 
and Zealaxd : and that they tooke onely the men 
away, and left the fiſher boats behind. 

Further againe , Henry Y andcnbergh hath lately 
ſent more men toward S. Hertoghenboſh, and that all 
betweene that towne, and theſe places held in 3Bra- 
bant by the States, he had prouided, with very ſuf- 
ficient ſtore of men, munitien, and other neceſ.- 
{aries. 

From Bruſſels further they write , how that the 
Marquefle Spixo/a went aboutthe latter end of A- 
pril, from thence into Flanders , principally to re- 
nue the new hauen which is lately made betwixt 
0ftend and Newport ; which hauen 1s reported to be 
digged fo deepe, that great Galleyes, Galleons,and 
ry. ay veſſels may ride at ancker in it. And tis 
thought rhat itis to receiue part of that great Fleet, 
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which is now aſetting forth in Sparme:the like wher- 


of they were neuer yet knowne to haue, as tis gene. 
rally reported. h 
And now we turne to thoſe of the other ſide and 
begin with a report of them which comes from 
their aduerſaries, which is written from Bruſſels 
how that the Hollanders were there reported to 
haue made themfelues very ſtrong about Keeper in 
Brabant. The newes alſo of Count Henry of Naſ- 
ſaw his going vpward toward Rees and Emmericke, 
(of which we told you in ourlaſt) we heare againe 
confirmed from Cullen, May 4. ofthe Prince of 0-

You may rememberin ſome former bookes,of a 
certaine Prior taken ina proiet about the towne of 
Hmueſdens and alſo of young Barnevett and his bro- 
ther in law, who after their treaſon eſcaped to Bruſ- 
ſels , and thar rthere haue beene ſome offers made to 
exchange this Prior for the young Barzevelt, which 
offer hach it ſecmes beene made once againe, for 
ſo they write from Brxſſels, that there hauing beene 
ſent ſome'Commiſſtoners from hence to the States, 
for to redeeme the Prior in exchange for Will;an:

Other reports there bee alſo of a peace or truce 
betweene both fides, of which we heare no more as 
yer.

is the Duke ſaid ſhortly after his calling backe again 
to have had commiſſton to goe on, and to follow 
the Popes forc:s and moneyes, which were ſent to- 
wardsthe,Y altolize before ; and of a certainty the 
Tot 19 _ C2 Duke 
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Duke of F;4z9 is entred into the Griſons Country; 


Andſo they write from Yenrce April 28. Thatthe 
Gouernor of cMHil/aze hath now giuen order to en- 
| rertaine and feaſt the Duke of Fiaxs & all his traine, 
and to defray him at his charge. The Gouecrnour 
moreouer is now ſaid to be reſolued to reſtore the 
towne of Cl/cue which he tooke from the Griſons,vne 
to them againe : but the Prettigaw he ſtill keepes 
trongly beſet ; by reaſon that the Inhabitants haue 
ſince his raking of it in, riſen vp in armes againſt 
thoſe which were left there to command: them. A. 
gainſt which doings, the Gri/ons proteft with much 
carneftneſle, excuſing themſelues the beſt that they 
may,ſaying, that though they had taken vp armes 
ſince theputtivg themſelues into the King of Spaznes 
proteQion,yet that their rifing was not againſt any 
ef the Spanith, but onely againft the forces of the 
Archduke Zeopoldus, whoſe Commiſhoners had 
much wronged them. This is their excuſe, but they 
hauc hitherto preuailed very lirtle;this onely is their 
hope, that now thatthe Duke of Fer:4 hath granted 
themliberty to ſend their Commiſſioners into Spain 
to ſhew their grieuances,that although they ſuffer 
fomething vntill the returne of their meſſengers, yet 
that they ſhall then haueſome relicfe. 
Before this time of the comming downe of the 
Duke of Fans to receiue: Y altoline, and vpon the 
ftay that was made vpon that bruit of the Popes 
death ; the Duke of Savoy perceiuing that there was 
no Commiſſion come for the delivering vp of the 
7 altoline; and being icalous withall that ſome of the 
Enermics might make a ſhow to deliver it, that 7

As for the Signiory of Yenice,although this bee a 
Rule almoſt of them, that when they take on freſh 
Souldiers, they then art that preſent eyther feare a 
warre,or meane to make one ; yctis their caſting or 
diſmiſſing of lome Companies, {as they are ſaid: to 
hauc now lately done) no ſure roken that they mean 
not for that time to fight at all* for that they are 
knowne to be ſo large and ſo ſure pay-maſters, that 
if there be any Souldiers any where ts be hyred,they 
are ſureto haue the offer of them ; which is therea- 
ſon, that they can ger together a greater power of 
Souldiers in a month, then other States can doe in 
two or three. For their Rule is, that a man had better 
Pay dearer for his horſe when hee hath occaſionts 

yre him, then ito buy and keepe him all the yeare. 
And this is the reaſon, that they now lately, ſeeing 
ſome probabilities of the ſequeſtration of the 7 a/ts- 
ne into the Popes hands, will not be at the charge 
to keepe their Souldiers till they ſee that they muſt 
haue vſe ef them, and in the meane time they arenot: 
farrec off,
